This new Paul has lately 


addressed two meetings of gentiles at Brighton in the interest of the numerous 


Christian concerns in which he is engaged, and in the first of them edified his 


“gadiencewith the following story, which we copy from the Sussea Daily News: “It 


being a well-known fact that every Jew who embraces Christianity is persecuted 


and loses all that is dear to him in this world, as well as his means of livelihood, — 
- the society have established a house of industry, where these converts may be | 
taught various trades, such as glazing, painting, house decorating, picture-frame | 


making, and printing. As an instance of the ill-feeling and oppression exist- 
ing among Jews, the speaker stated that a Jew who was employed as a reader 
inthe Synagogue i.e. (similar to a Clerk in the Established Church) on one 
occasion at an open-air meeting in Victoria Park merely sided with, or assented 
toastatement of Mr. Joseph’s there, respecting the coming of the Messiah 
having been prophesied and fulfilled, and in the presence of several other Jews 
who were around stated that Mr. Joseph was speaking Bible facts, which he 
conld not refute. Some little time after at the Synagogue this Jew, although 
nota convert to Christianity, was accused before the Chief Rabbi of being a 
sympathiser with Mr. Joseph, he was then and there charged with forgetting 


‘that his duty was to oppose Mr. Joseph and not side with him as he did, his 


ofice was taken from him at once, aud he was now in want of employment in 
vonsequence. If this was the treatment of an inquirer, it might easily be seen 
what that of a convert to Christianity would be. Several other instances of a 
similar character were given, and the mecting closed with a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Joseph for his interesting address.’’ Now we will not take the trouble to 
argue with Mr. Joseph and give him the lie direct. We will imitate the example 
set by the Rev. Dr. Gottheil, on an analoguous occasion. A missionary having 
in an address to his dupes—there is a gullible public at New York just the same 
as at Brighton—thrown out mysterious hints about a rabbiconverted through him 
to Christianity, has publicly offered to pay five and twenty dollars to any charity 
the missionary would name should he prove satisfactorily that he (the mis- 
sionary) had converted a rabbi. In the same way, we offer to pay over to any 
charity Mr. J oseph might point out, or even to himself, should he consider 
himself a charity, the sum of five pounds sterling, if he will place us in posses- 
sion of such particulars as will enable us to verify the fine story about a chazan 


and the Chief Rabbi which he has dished up to his hearers. Five pounds should 


besomething for a man who begs for old clothes ; for this sum he might pur- 
chase a whole bag full of them for his protégés. Is he ready to earn this sum? 
And if he will not, how shall we characterise this statement of this Christian man ? 
At the second meeting, which was a lecture, he referred to the 613th Command- 
mands ag taught by the rabbis, and explained to his hearers that on the Ferst of 
Esther (Purim) it is necessary for every Jew (we suppose Jewess too) to get 
intoxicated. Such is the stuff with which a Christian audience is entertained 
by an apostate, and such are the men who go about to tell our Christian 
heighbours what sort of people Jews are. |

THE GREAT MEETING AT ROME. 


‘was on a very large scale, and attended by all classes, except the clerical. The 
speech delivered by M. Armand Levy, stated to be a French Israelite, was very 
telling, and received with much applause.

_the oppression of the Jews in Roumania. ‘The Commissioner of the Daily News 


travelling in Bulgaria has dwelled upon the want of patriotism of the Turks, and 


their stupidity, since they cannot perceive that their own well-being is indissolubly © 


bound up with that of their Christian countrymen, and that the ruin of the latter 
must also re-act upon the condition of the former. Just put Roumanian Chris- 
tian for Turk, and Mahomet for Christ, in the passage which we are going to 
quote from the Commissioner, and we may say to the former: de te fabula 
loquitur. Here is the passage: “The Turk is not only without pity, he is 
without patriotism. He does not look upon these people as his neighbours, his 
countrymen. He is too ignorant and stupid to know that in injuring them he 


is injuring himself, that he is attacking his own country. He knows no such 


thing as country. He only knows Islam. The people of India, the nomadic 


tribes of Central Asia, whom he has never seen, of whom he has heard once or 


twice perhaps in his life, are nearer to him than his next-door neighbours. The 
words country, patriotism, do not exist in his language. That these Christians,

The question of the Roumanian Jews 
should be agitated in connection with the oppression of the Christians in Turkey, 
If Europe has a right to interpose on behalf the latter, it surely cannot overlook 
the just grievances of the former without laying itself open to the charge of 
the grossest partiality. And ifit should be contended by the Roumanians in 
justification of the oppression of the Jews that these were degraded and wicked, 


the reply might be that given by Mr. Freeman in his vindication of the oppressed 


and debased Sclavs : “If they were as bad it would not be very wonderful. 
Bondage is not an improving discipline, and the slave still is often driven 
to copy the vices of his master. Would England be what it is now after four 
hundred years of Turkish rule?” And the Jews have been enslaved not four 
hundred, but over fourteen hundred years. Neither Christian nor Jew should 


| be persecuted on account of his religion. The Roumanian native Jew has just 


as much right to equality with the Christian before the law as the native

MR. GLADSTONE AT GREENWICH. 


— : 


What a grand oration Mr, Gladstone’s was. If all speakers who expressed 
their views on the Eastern question hal spoken with so much sobricty—it is 
possible to feel as shocked at Turkish atrocitics as Mr. Gladstone without 
becoming a fanatic—there would not have been the slightest difference of 
opinion in all England cn the nature of the measures to be adopted in this 


| emergency. There exists no philo-Turkish party in England. But there exists 


a party of humanity which shudders at the contemplation of the crimes com- 
mitted in Bulgaria, not Lecause the sufferers are Christians—their religion is 
being incessantly flaunted in our face by senseless firebrands anxious to light up 
a religious conflagration like that of the Crusales—but because they are human 
beings; not because the criminals are Mahometans, but because they are 
tnonsters in human shape disgracing cur common humanity, and therefore 
deserving to be blotted out from the face of the carth. Mr. Gladstone properly 
observed: “Asa member of one of the great political parties of this country I 
rejoice that, with scarcely an individual exception, those whom I know in that 
(Conservative) party have the same sentiments as those which animate this meeting 


| but I rejoice also to think that I have heard in the House of Commons, and have | 


heard out of the House of Commons, many a voice from those who profess 
Conservative opinions, as sincere, as zealous, as energetic as any man can be for 
them, feeling that this question has a breadth, and a height, and a depth which 
carries it far out of the lower region of party differences, and establishes it 
upon grounds not of political party, vot of English nationality even, not of 
Christian faith, but on the greatest and broadest ground of all—the ground of 
our common humanity.” And then again when keeping out the Christianity of 
the sufferers, he based his appeal on that which is more ancient than any religion 
on. that which all religionists can understand, aud must respect, and that which

We want to sct the Turks an 
example of justice, but not inflame their passions still mere by attacking those 
who have had no share in the atrocities, ‘There are, surcly, among the millions 
of ‘lurks, those who have had no hand in the. atrocities, those who probably 
regret and perhaps deplore them as much as we do; and who, rf they had the 
power, would willingly stop the horrors. Are these to be placed on a par with 
the monsters whom we all detest? Is this English justice? Is it for this pur- 
pose that we are to sead. oui fleet to Constantinople or an army to Bulgaria ? 
Aud why should the Turk, settled in Bosnia and bulgaria, any more consent to 
be ruled by the Christian than the Christian by the Turk ? « . 
And how do we know that the Christian Sclav would be more just to 
the Mahometan Turk than the latter is to the former? Js the Servian, and 
above all is the Roumanian Christian more just tohis Jewish fellow-citizen than is 
No! In the settlement of the Eastern question the 
rights of all nationalities and religions in the Mast b+ bo.ne in mind, Justice 
toallof them. Is the Turk to be driven fromm his possession, aad. tliis without 
compensation ? Is Christian justice ? If so itis no better than Mahometan 
justice. And if lie is to be compénsated who shall expropriate him, and whence 
is the compensation to come? ‘These are only a few of the questions which 
suggest themselves on reading some of the wild proposals made by those who 
style themselves the friends of the oppressed Christian by way of eminence. 
The problem before the government is one of the tnost arduous and complicated. 
Mere clamour and vapouring will not solve it. Let us not render this task still 
more difficult by lashing ourselvcs into a, fury, and thus hurrying the ministry 
into steps which may be most hurtful to the country without in any way 
permanently benefitting these whose welfare we all have at heart.

To pick up stray babies and charge them to the parish in face of evidence 
sufficient to show that they might have been provided for elsewhere, and then to 


christen them while they are quite incapable of expressing tle slightest opinion — 


in the matter, is a very expensive and a very useless way of spreading Chris- 
tianity. The Guardians of the City Union say they intend little Samuel to choose 
his religion when he is old enough. Did they intend this when they compelled 
him to be christened according to the formalities of the Church of England ? 
And supposing it to be true that they did not then suspect him to be a Jewish 


child, is it fair now that they do know it to go on teaching him the Church 


Catechism, so that when the hour arrives to ask him the momentous question, 
“ What do you believe ?” he will answer by rote what he has said by heart for 
years in the workhouse schools.

The Borough Synagogue, situated in Heygate Street, Walworth Road, 
-having undergone extensive reparation and internal decoration, was 
asecrated with much ceremony on Sunday, in the presence of a large 
gregation, including representatives of every metropolitan synagogue, 
of every section of the community. 
~ The Synagogue has been very pleasingly decorated in gold and colours 
ty Mr. Sayer, of 86, New Kent Road, who, we understand, has given com- 


plete satisfaction to the Architect and to the members of the synagogie by 


‘he careful manner in which he has carried out the work entrusted to him, 
and by his earnest endeavours to assist the Architect in making the decora- 
tion of the building a success. The body of the walls below the ladies’ 

llery is coloured a neutral green, and above the gallery a neutral green 
sud yellow, the ceiling, which is a good example of plaster decoration, being 
tinted two grays and white, relieved by dulled pink and yellow. The front 
of the ladies’ gallery is coloured in three browns, and the iron colufins and 
spandrils below it are painted maroon and gray, relieved with gold. The 
richer part of the decoration has been confined to the Ark, the columns of 


-ghich have been effectively marbled in imitation of sienna, jasper, serpentine, 


and other marbles, while the capitals and bases have been wholly gilt. The 


large mass of yellow glass which formerly gave light to the east end has 


been partly replaced by a greenish white glass, while the yellow, which is left 
has a pattern stencilled on it to take away its extreme brightness. Two 
new windows have been put at the east end of the building, and thirty seats 
have been added to give more accommodation in the body of the synagogue, 


‘and various small matters have been done to render the building more com- 


frtable, We understand that the total cost of the repairs is a little over 
£350, and that the works have been carried out under the direction of Mr. 
Lewis Solomon, of 17, Southampton Street, Bloomsbury, Architect. »

TUE CHIEF RABBI ON THE STUDY OF UEBREW LITERATURE, 


— 


On the occasion of the Consecration of the new Beth Hamedrash on the 7th 


inst., the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, delivered the following interesting address: 


My dear Br ethren,—In opening this new building we have to exclaim inn 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord! our God! King of the Univeren who hast ceeareed 
us alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy this season.” Blessed be He 
who has enabled us to build this place. This house will be devoted to a three- 
fold purpose. It is to be a MBN or NOIDA NS, a house of assembly or prayer, 
a PT, a court of judgment, and a wit n'a, house of learning. Before 
dilating upon each of these objects, allow me to say a few words concerning 


the origin of this Beth Hamedrash. There is not the slightest doubt that before 


our brethren had been driven out of England in the reigu of Edward I., there 
were in this kingdom schools of learning, academies of Jewish lore, collezes 
with masters and pupils, rabbis aud disciples. We find mention of various 
colleges at Oxford, such as Moses Hall, Jacob Hall. Although we have 
but few records of the illustrious men who flourished in those days, yct the 
little that we glean from various sources proves that men of profound knowledge 
existed here. The sane men whom we read of in the ancieut chronicles as 


having been appointed Presbyter Judaworum—Chief Rabbis—we meet again in 


Talmudical woiks in which their decisions in law and ritual are quoted as 
authorities. Thus we meet with [1993 9 WYO MIND of 
Canterbury. The same apy’ "5, of Orleans, a disciple of the famous 
the same 3)) py“ who died as martyrs at the massacre which took place shortly 
after the coronation of Kichard the first, are frequently quoted in the nwoin, the 
latter rabbi being called wyiapn the martyr. However, as usual, our Mterature 
shared the lot of its authors: when the Jews were expatriated, even thej 
literature was persecuted, destroyed, burnt. When our brethren were re-admitted 
into this country, it was not learning but commerce that was the great object of 
both the ruler and the ruled. 

Jews had rot even a synagogue in London. With regard to learning, i$ 
was literally fulfilled that the jaw is not beyond the sea, for its study was pitiably 
neglected. Only about a century after the settlement of the Jews in this 
country, when the number had increased, the grandfathers of the now two 
important families, the Rothschilds and the Cuhens, established a Medrash in 
Booker’s Gardens, where my predecessor with Rabbi Solomon Ansell and 
others (9’y"t) studied and dived deeply into the Talmud. After their death, 
when that locale was considered too small and unsuitable, the trustees of 
the Medrash, of whom a distinguished member is still amongst us, removed 
the ap’n’a to Leadenhall Street, and bought Dr. Herschell’s valuable 
library.

WueEnN an army marches on a distant journey it has certain periods of rest 
occuring at regular intervals—a community, like an individual, experiences 
the same need. It is engaged in a long and arduous journey. A pause at 
eertain stages for repose, and for examining the ground traversed becomes 
expedient. At sucha halting place have we just arrived in our journey. of life : 
another section of ithas been traversed. The end of the year is a fitting time 
for casting a glance backward to see how we have employed it and to enquire 
ofourselves, what are our experiences of it and have we turned the year to a 
good account ? It surely must be a comfort to the wayfarers—chcering 


them on to further efforts—if they are able to say to themselves that they | 


have employed their time profitably: that they have fought a good fight, 
The performances in the past must thus prove to them an earnest for further 
achievements in the future. The impetus which has carried them safely thus 
far is sure to carry them still further until the goal be reached and they are 
able to assure each other of having gained the reward promised to the faithful 
workers in the sphere assigned to each of them. 

It is with profound satisfaction that on looking back at the achievements 
of the year which has just expired we feel justified in saying that it was one of 
much promise and of still more performance; that it was one of considerable 
activity, and of still more considerable accomplishment. 

UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 
Let us begin our survey with an institution which has become, as it 


were, the heart of our communal organism, which may be destined to form the 


most important congregational union in Europe, and with which several other 
important institutions are more or less closely connected. We refer to the 
United Synagogue. Its vitality in the year before the last betokened itself 
more by the work of consolidation within than by expansion without. The 
time of the General Council was chiefly employed in strengthening the fabric 
internally, so that it might the more powerfully sustain and attach to itself 
other structures—those already in existence, as well as those not yet erected, 


and to which it was prepared to lend moral and material support in rearing. 
In the year which has just expired it developed in a marvellous and. 


most successful manner ; attracting and embracing nearly all the metropolitan 
synagogues now in course of erection. Applications from no less than five 


"synagogues were made for joining the powerful Union. Three of these have — 
been definitely admitted as constituent synagogues—so that the United 


Synagogue now consists of nine constituent synagogues —with every prospect

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

The chief activity displayed by the Board of Deputies during the year 
in foreign matters was its memorial to the Government of Spain, praying 
for the repeal of all laws excluding the Jews from that country. In Persia, 
too, it interposed with effect. In home matters it obtained a concession 
fom the Surrey magistrates through which Jewish prisoners in Wandsworth 
Prison will henceforth be free from work on Sabbaths and Festivals ; it has 
also, at the suggestion of the Universal Israelitish Alliance, memorialised 
the Foreign Office that in the negotiation for a Treaty of Commerce with 
Roumania no concession should be made detrimental to the rights and 
interests of English Jews. It has further had a Conference with the Anglo- 
Jewish Association with the object of bringing about co-operation between 
the two bodies. This most desirable object—to the great regret of all 
interested in the communal welfare—was not, however, attained. The 
realization of this desideratum remains reserved for a future. indefinite 


‘period. 


Although not officially connected with the Board, the Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore Testimonial Fund has been intimately associated with it ever since its 
inception, and the most active members of the committee charged with the 
administration of the Fund are members of the Board.

The latter insist that the former shall adhere to the 
ancient paths, simply because their ancestors did 80; they urge them to attend 
the synagogue regularly, without deigning to explain the nature of the service ; 
and they ask them to respect certain obsolete ceremonies which modern en- 
lightenment cannot choose but to reject. Judaisin pur et simple can be well 
enough understood, but Judaisin as accepted by the ultra-orthodox is a confused 


- jamble of Mosaism and Rabbinism, quite beyond the comprehension of the great 


body of those who profess to venerate it. 

If any one were to enter a metropolitan synagogue attended by the wealthier 
class of Jews, he would find service announced to commence at half-past eight 
dclock on the Sabbath morning. It cannot be commenced before ten persons 
are present; and were it not for the fact that a few poor men are paid a weekly 
sum to be early in synagogue the prayers might be begun at about ten o'clock, 
when the congregation assumes some numerical strength. The synagogue is 
open every day of the week ; but the week-day services are attended by the 
paid worshippers only, and occasionally by a few ultra-orthodox persons desirous 


of reciting the prayer for a deceased parent. Although the first part—the 
Shachrith—of the Sabbath service is far more important tian the second section. 


—the Musaph, or Additional Service—since the major portion of the worshippers 
do not arrive till late, it is read or rather muttered by the inferior minister of 
the synagogue, the chief minister reserving himself till the more important 
members of the congregation have arrived.

BosntA.—The Turkish Commander-in-Chief, Mahmoud Pasha, is said to be 
a Hungarian by birth, and of Jewish parentage. He is described as a man of 


considerable culture, conversant with several languages, and of a kind disposi- 
tion. It is gratifying to see how the racial humanity tempers the savagery of 


his soldiery. Despite the barbarism of the Montenegrins, as shown by their 


practice of mutilating the wounded enemies, the Pasha does not allow of any | 


retaliation, and the severity with which he punishes all excesses of his soldie¢rs 
is truly exemplary, Had the Turkish officers in Bulgaria been animated by the 
humane sentiments of their Jewish colleague in Bosnia, we should not have now 
to deplore the atrocities which have horrified Europe The plea of such a man 
for his adopted country is worth listening to. We give it in the language of 
the correspondent of the Daily News, as published on the 9th inst., and who 
visited the camp of the Turks: ‘The Pacha wondered much why people should 
so persistently insist that the Mohammedans were persecutors and oppressors of 
the Christian populations here. fle pointed out a most undeniable fact—that 
the two great Christian sects of the Empire were infinitely more hostile, and 
more given to mutual hostility and vituperation, than the Moslems towards 
either. The Greek Orthodox sect detest the Latins or Catholic party, and the 
latter heartily return the compliment. Instead of saying that the Turks and 
Christians were foes, it should be said that the Orthodox sect, a furious ungo- 
vernable set of people, stirred by agents from outside, and made to believe in 
unrealisable dreams and Pansclavic theories, had adopted a course of uncompro- 
mising hostility towards the dominant race. Like Mukhtar Pacha in Herze- 
govina, the general here told me that the Catholics were a quiet hardworking 
people, and that they had a thorough dread of the predominance of their fellow- 


Christians, the Orthodox people. I know as a fact that the Latins, clergy and | 


laity, cling to Ottoman rule; and I have seen them by hundreds enrolled in the 
Turkish army, either as volunteers to defend their towns or as members of the 
active army. ‘They know,’ said the Pacha, ‘little informed as they are, how 
their fellow-religionists in Poland have been treated by Russian Orthodox Chris- 
tians. They know also how little their religion has been interfered with by us ; 
and the best proof I can give of their adherence to us is that they enrol them- 
selves in ourarmy. ” The Jews, too, know something of the fierce bigotry of 
the followers of the Greek Church against the adherents of other religions. 


Bitterly persecuted as the Jews have often been by Roman Catholics, aye, by 
Protestants too, the sufferings they had, and still have, to endure from Eastern 


Christians, are still greater. But for the protection of the Turks, the Eastern 


- Jews would have been long ago exterminated by their loving Christian fellow- 


subjects. 


Tue Crimca.—A Jewish traveller, called Ephraim Deinard, now in the 
Crimea, writes to the A/agid; There are at Krasubasur 1,200 inhabitants, 
who carry on a very considerable trade. Mest of the inhabitants are Tartars, 
professing Islam. ‘There are, however, six hundred Jewish families in the place, 
who worship in several synagoguer, one of which belongs to the Caraites, four 
to the “ Crimzakim,” and two to the Polish and Russian Jews. The trade is in 


the hands of the native Jews (Crimzakim), who live in peace and unity with 


their Mahometan neighbours, whose language they speak, and whose costume 
they wear. They are rabbinites, following the Sephardic ritual and customs. 


- Their pronounciation of Hebrew is a mixture of Sephardic and Ashkenazee. 


They are devout, God-fearing and honest men, strictly law-abiding. Double- 
dealing, cheating or thieving are crimes altogether unknown among them, 
There are no eminent scholars among them, but they are all well-informed, and 
highly esteem mental culture. They love and honour the students of the 
Law.. They have nine years ago appointed a Jerusalemite Sephardee, Rabbi 
Chiskayahu, as their rabbi, who is much beloved by his flock. About a hundred 


families of these native Jews resida partly at Simpheropol, and partly at Kertsch, 


It ig not known when they adopted rabbinism. But it is known that more than 


a thousand years ago there were rabbinites in the Crimea, According to the — 
Caraites, rabbinism was accepted by those Jews, and afterwards also by tho | 
Hellenistic Jews in the year 957, 0.8, It is most likely that it was imported ih 


from Persia by way of the Caucasus.

The publication of the discussion which ensued on the presentation of the 
report that the boy Fountain should not be delivered up to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, as well as the expulpatory letter addressed on the subject by Mr. 
T. Kyffin Freeman to the Daily Telegraph do not add to the strength of the 
argument on which the refusal is based. It was quite competent for the 
refusing majority to declare that ‘there was not sufficient proof of the Jewish 


parentage of the boy, or that a delay of seven years before the claim for the restor- | 
ation of the child to its community was brought forwardinvolved acondonation, and | 


could therefore not be revived. But the City Guardians did nothing of the kind. 


The rider attached to the resolution to deta'n the boy in the Union “that he may 
_ have an opportunity to decide for himself whether he will follow the Christian 

religion” clearly shows that the subject was discussed and decided purely on | 
_ religious grounds. Now, unless we suppose that the Guardians tacitly assumed 
that the baptism of the child superseded the preceding circumcision, just as the 
Pope did in the Mortara case, we must fall back upon the reason given by Mr. 


Kyffin Freeman to the Daily Telegraph, viz., that one of the parents was of 


_ the Jewish faith, and that consequently the Church had as mugh right to the 
child as the synagogue, and since the former was in possession, and possession — 


is nine points of the law, the Union had a right to detain him. Now let us 


suppose that the Jewish parent of the child, referred to, was the mother. 
- Did the Guardians in this matter—as a matter of evidence we mean—occupy the | 


same stand-point as the Jews, there would be no difficulty to prove the rights of 


the Jewish community to the boy; for in the Jewish view a child always follows 


the religion of the mother, whether she be a mulatto-fetish worshipper ora Jewess. 
There can never be a doubt who is the mother of a child. But there may often 
be doubt who is the father of the child. The child of a Jewish mother in the 
Jewish view is a Jew, whoever the father may be, even as the child of a gentile 
mother is a gentile, whoever the father may be. ILlowever, the Guardians are 
not bound to follow this Jine of reasoning, however satisfactory it may prove to 
us.. The Guardians may argue the child belongs to the presumed father. 
Granted. But what if the presumed father does not care for the child? What 
if he makes no provision for it, discards it? Or, what if he deliberately 
renounces all the rights which paternity gives him, and avowedly or tacitly 
transfers them to the mother? Can it still be maintained that, despite this 
conduct, the child belongs to his community, and not to that of the mother ? 
Now it is admitted that Fountain when. found had been fully introduced into 


Jewish fellowship. Thisiutroduction must either have taken place with the consent 


of the presumed gentile father,involving the consent that the child ‘should be 
brought up in the Jewish faith, or without his consent, because he did not care for 
the child, deserted it, and left atl the anxiety, all the responsibility, to the unhappy 
Jewish mother. Will any right-minded person, be he Jew or Gentile, maintain 
t.at a scoundrel or voluptuary of this sort, who has betrayed the confidence or 
abused the weakness of a’ woman, and then heartlessly abandons his offspring, 
has any moral claim whatever on such a child? We do not know what the law 
in such a case is. But we feel confident that no jury of Englishmen would in 
such case find a verdict for the unnatural father. Yet an English Board of 
Guardians, on such a flimsy pretence as that brought forward by Mr. Kyffin 


Freeman, dares to decide that the 1ight of such a Christian father is superior to 


that of the Jewish mother? We need not say that our argument would be still 


stronger from a Gentile point of view if it be assumed that the Jewish parent — 


of the child was the father. And as if such a flagrant act of injustice were not 
enough, the resolution adds insult to wrong and mockery, by deciding that before 
all it will keep out the boy from all Jewish influences, indoctrinate him for a

At any rate, it could hardly, be doubted that such a proposition to an 
English Government would be met by a prompt and indignant rejection, Yet, 
Sir, itis humiliating to relate that the large-hearted aud Jiberal-minded Lord 
Derby is still “ hesitating” whether or no he shall fix his sigi-ature to the pro- 
pesed treaty with its barbarous clause of exclusion. 

Ihave said that Lord Derby is “ hesitating” and yet the wonder is that his 
lordship should “ hesitate ” for a moment as to the course to be pursued. It is 
hard to believe that the Minister whose sacred duty it is to maintain and enforce 
the principle on which the majesty and honour ot England rest, could hesitate 
to repudiate negotiation with a Government that had dared to insult the majesty 
of the British Constitution by requiring of him tu ostracise any number, however 
small of British subjects, and to withdraw from then the protection of the laws 
of England. Surely his lordship cannot be unmiudful of the great. practical 
principle that to be protected trom injustice and injury wheresocver and by 
whomsoever inflicted is the iralienable right of every subject of Britain. It was 
fidelity to this principle that sent our valient soldiers to breast the bare and path- 
less heights of Abyssinia. It was fidelity to this principle, through good report 
and evil, that, has secured for a recent Foreign Minister an imperishable renown 
amongst all Englishmen to whom the honour of their country 1s dearer than the 
extension of her commerce.
